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EDITOR'S NOTES 


EVENTS OF NOTE: While on the surface Congolese politics 
hardened somewhat during the past months, underlying factors con- 
tinued to create an air of uncertainty in that country. Principally, the 
desire and competition to influence Congolese policy remains unabat- 
ed in many capitals of the world as evidenced by the intensity of the 
UN debate to accredit a Congo delegation, the forceful removal of the 
Ghanan ambassador, and the withdrawal of UN troops by a number 
of countries. (Note that Lt. Gen. Sean MacKeown of Ireland has be- 
come Commander of UN forces in the Congo.) ... Whether the sud- 
den shift in Salvadorean leadership will satisfy the demands of those 
who have sought significant political and economic change may re- 
main unanswered for some time to come... With the ICJ recently 
finding in favor of Honduras in its dispute with Nicaragua, it must 
be hoped that the border dispute between Ecuador and Peru will find 
and equally equitable solution and agency for settlement . .. The in- 
tensity and complexity surrounding the civil war in Laos is perhaps 
best illustrated by the parade of governments which came to power 
briefly during the past weeks. When Souvanna Phouma fled the coun- 
try, a High Committee of the Armed Forces, headed by General Sou- 
thone Rathamavong, took charge of the government. This Committee 
was almost immediately supplanted by a group lead by Quinim Pol- 
sena which in turn fell before the victorious army of General Phoumi 
Nosavan who placed the Boun Oum government in power... Mali 
has joined Ghana and Guinea union and will establish resident minis- 
ters in both states .. . Political change can be effected in a society in 
a number of ways. In El Salvador and Laos change has come by 
force. Change by election can be almost as dramatic. In Brazil, New 
Zealand, and the U.S., opposition parties have succeeded in gaining 
control of the governmental machinery ... With republican govern- 
ment replacing the monarchy in South Africa in late May, a reevalua- 
tion of the Union’s status in the Commonwealth of Nations may be 
expected. 


EVENTS TO WATCH: The bitter and troubling Algerian 
question should find decisive answer from the referendum of January 
8th. Note that the French government recently named Louis Joxe 
as Minister of State for Algerian Affairs and Jean Morin as Delegate 
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General in Algeria ... A plebiscite in the British Cameroons will be 
held on February 11 to decide whether that trust territory will join 
either Nigeria or Cameroon upon independence . . . The controversy 
over an official language which has gripped so many countries will 
again confront Ceylon on January 1 when Sinhalese is to be proclaim- 
ed the national language. Since neither Tamil, spoken by about 1/5 
of the population, nor English, the official language for 150 years, will 
have any of its former legal status, resistance to the new regulation 
may result. 


INTERNATIONAL NEWS: Economics created the principal 
news on the international scene during the past quarter. The Inter- 
national Development Association, an adjuct of the World Bank 
which will permit less stringent loan requirements, came into exist- 
ence ... The Inter-American Development Bank opened for business 
among OAS countries ... The United Nations, beset continually by 
financial problems, requested additional funds for a treasury fast be- 
ing emptied by the cost of the Congo operation . . . Six justices of the 
International Court were elected to nine year terms: Jose Luis Bus- 
tamante (Peru), Sir Gerald Fitzmaurice (U.K.), Phillip C. Jessup 
(U.S.A.), Vladimir M. Koretsky (U.S.S.R.), Gaetano Morelli (Italy), 
and Kotaro Tanaka (Japan) ... While the office of the Secretary 
General of the UN came under increasing scrutiny during the past 
months as its importance to maintaining the Organization’s responsi- 
bility to the newer states became more pronounced, a commission of 
experts began studying ways to increase the range of the chief execu- 
tive’s office . . . Despite the unsuccessful bid of the Asian-African 
bloc to readjust the division of seats on the major UN councils, the 
bloc was able to prevent the confirmation of Portugal to a Security 
Council seat by agreeing to split a two year term between Liberia and 
Ireland. Chile and the UAR were also elected. 


FACTS OF INTEREST: Nowhere else in the world has the 
transition to youthful leadership been more pronounced than in the 
U.S. where John Kennedy, the youngest man ever elected to the Pres- 
idency, will suceed Dwight Eisenhower, the oldest man ever to occupy 
that office. In Latin America, such young leaders as Janio Quadros 
(43) and Fidel Castro (33) will join the 14 more prominent leaders 
of Africa, whose average age is just over 40, in influencing the course 
of the Sixties. While years are certainly no determinant of ideas or 
skill, a generation of older statesmen in Europe—Macmillan (66), 
De Gaulle (70), Adenauer (84), Khrushchev (66)—and in Asia— 
Nehru (70), Chiang Kai-shek (72), Mao Tse-tung (66)—must learn 
to adjust to this new factor in international relations. ;
